CS rect July 1, 1960, Dr. Joel F. Gustaf- 
son becomes the Academy's first Associate Direc- 
tor. Dr. Gustafson, a native San Franciscan and 
a graduate of San Jose State College and Stanford 
University, is currently an Associate Professor of 
Biology at San Francisco State College and Exec- 
utive Secretary of the San Francisco Zoological 
Society. 

As Associate Director, Dr. Gustafson will 
have direct administrative responsibility for Mor- 
rison Planetarium, Steinhart Aquarium, and the 
Department of Exhibits, as well as supervision of 
the operation and maintenance of the Academy 
buildings.

UWyicn his February appearance as Guest 
Scientist on "Science in Action", Bruce Halstead, 
Director, World Life Research Institute at Colton, 
California, came full circle in a long and happy 
association with the Academy. Back in 1935, a 
school group (of which Bruce was a member) was 
being shown through San Francisco's #1 Tourist 
Attraction. After having overheard Howard Walton 
Clark, then Curator of the Academy's Department 
of Ichthyology, remark that he needed someone to 
alcohol the fish, Bruce put in an appearance that 
afternoon, volunteered for the job (without pay) 


and thereby began a seven-year voluntary relation- 
ship which roundly and soundly has influenced. his 
life, 


The ensuing 18 years have found him fur- 
ther and more deeply involved in professional 
study and research of marine animals, an effort 
which will be crowned with the early publication 
of his monograph, "Poisonous and Venomous Ma- 
rine Animals of the World", an extensive work in 
which the Smithsonian Institution has shown more 
than average interest.
